It has been supposed by 
a great majorty of tiM reading people that 
the Sioux reaanratloa, onntof nlag 88,000,000 
aorm of land, waa open for aottlomant by the 
reoant aet of oongraaa, but tbo daute making 
It necessary to secure the consent of three- 
fourths of the Indiniis may keep the land 
from the public domain for many ye.irs. 
The oomniission appointed by Praiident 
Cleveland to ooalir with tho Indiaaa baa ar- 
rived. 

Nearly tlie entiro 1,000 Indians of thia 
agency are la'iiped within two nulMsnf Fort 
Yates, and additii ns to tlieir ntniib-rs are 
arriving houriy.

John Grass, one of the head chiefs, was 
the first to speak. He advised tbe Indians to 
be careful in what they say to tbe (y^mmls- 
sion, and, no matter what is said, to make 
no decision until mature consideration. 

Mad Bear, another of tha great chiefs, re- 
peated that tbe whit«s had broken all former 
treati*)* with the Indians, and at tba oloaa of 
hia speech there were numo r o u a gmnta of 
applause from tbe circle. 

Up to thia time tha council bod been quiet 
and oomiiaratively cold. Tbe applause, 
whioh ia given by grunt« and gutteral explo- 
sion, waa mild, but when Mad Bear took tiia 
Beat, and Chief Oall aroae majestically, tba 
Indians went wild. Oall Is the handsomest 
and most commanding Indian of the tribe, 
and aa a Held general led all the brilUaat 
maneuvers during the Custor oampaign, for 
whioh Sitting Bull waa giron oradit 

He la unqueationably tha llnaat liTing Ib 
dian orator, and hia qMaoh at thia council ia 
pronounced by tha iatarpratera to be the 
moat aloquaat orar dallTarad on theraaerva 
tioa At the oloaa of Oall** apeech the ut>- 
pfaHH* waa aavagely enthuaiaatia 
Aflar apoaohaa by Running Antelope, High 
and otbera, and tha reading of tbe pr^v 
poaod traaty, whioh waa printod in tba Sioux 
languaga, Mad Bear agiUn addreaaad the

Stock, Field and Farm. 

Snaie 8., entered in one of the stake 
racea at the coming fair, is reported to 
have made a half mile in one miuuta at 
Richmond a few days ago. 

Reporto from the thirty-three round- 
op districts in Colorado, says the Mon- 
tana Live Stock Journal, abow the cattle 
to be in an OBcellent oondition, and tbe 
loss last winter to be onuaually small. 

The Pittsburg Suxskman says : "There 
seems to be less live stock disease in this 
country just now than at any time for 
years. Qood cattle are fully $1 per hun- 
dred higher than they were a year ago." 

There are in America over four mllllOB 
farms, large and small. They cover 

nearly twenty million acres of improved 
land, and their total value is something 
like $10,000,000,000. The estimated value 
ol the yearly producte of these farms is 
betWfan$2.000,000.000 and $3,000,000,000. 

The more wheat that is brought to 
market the more evident it is that the 
crop this year is the most en irmous ever 
grown in Daviess County. Careful esti- 
mates place it at 200,000 hnshels, nearly 
twice as much as was ever grown before. 
The farmers are aorprioad beyond meas- 
ure to learn the magnitude of the yield. 
One instance may he cited, which is a 
fair specimen of the stories told : Allen 
Reed sold his crop before the harveet, 
estimating the yield from his 110 ai'res at 
3,000 bushels. Since threshing it he 
leama that he will have about 4,500 
bushels. The farmers are in splendid 
humor over the result, and are preparing 
to put la a big ofop thia fall— Oweaaboro 
Meaaangar. ^ _ ^
